develop greater power when the cylin- 
ders are hot than when cold, but only 
when the dependent working parts are 


Proper condition, or correctly ad- 


justed. The fact that the motor loses 
power when hot indicates 
mechanical 


rather than 
thermal 
deficiency, and 


Jrobably is caused by the expansion of 
the engine parts. If the loss of power 


when the motor becomes overheated 
may be that the pistons expanding 
stick in thij cylinders, adding to the 
Diction and therefore causing a loss o( 
power. Loss of compression caused by 
•alves not seating properly may be 
he trouble. 
Unless there is a clear- 


ance between the valve stems and the 
ush rods there will be no space for 
he expansion of the valve stems when 
he motor heats up, with

Query: Will you kindly advise me 
ow to drive over wet pavements with- 
ut slipping or skidding.

wet weather the wheels should always 
r..o equipped with nonsklcl chains, which 
will assist greatly in preventing this 
danger. 
When a car skids, turn the 


front wheels in the direction of skid- 
ding. When using the brakes exercise 
great care not to lock the wheels, and 
if possible gauge the distance when 
about to stop, so that the brake will 
bo ;used less. It is good practice to uso 
the brake with the clutch engaged, as 
the breaking is more equalized and the 
possibility of skidding reduced somo- 
what. 


Query: The carburetor of my auto- 


mobile constantly drips with the result 
that it is constantly wasting gasolirio. 
What will cause this constant drip?

When there is constant drip from tho 


carburetor it indicates either a gas- 
logged float or a .defective float valve 
which fails to stop the supply of gaso- 
ine entering the Iloat chamber at the 
proper time.

become gas logged may be dried and 
covered with a coating' of shellac

s best, however, to install a new 0112. 
AIso.be sure that gasoline level is not 
too high in the carburetor.

Lansdowne and other British paci-

George and make peace with Germany 
are a dangerous lot. They are not 
only dangerous to England but to the 
United States and the civilization of 
the world. 


If they had their way they would 


make peace with Germany even when 
she seems to enjoy a temporary vic- 
tory. They care not for the fact (1) 
that no peace treaty with Germany 
would be worth the paper on which it 
were written, and (2) that the peace 
which does not include the annihila- 
tion of 
Prussian 
militarism 
means 


more armaments by the nations, uni- 
versal military training in every coun- 
try in the world, and 
finally, more 


wars—wara in which half the world 
will battle with the other half for 
supremacy. 


The cry of the Tory press of "Rng- 


land against Lloyd George and in fa- 
vor of an appeal to the 
country 
is 


fraught with the most disastrous con- 
sequences. 


A general election in 
England 
at 


this time might overthrow the liberal 
government. The average voter can- 
not see, much less weigh, the para- 
mount issues in this war; he can see 
that peace would end for a time at 
least the hardships, the suffering and 
the slaughter incident to the wa.r. As 
these matters touch himself most in- 
timately he might overlook the na- 
tional consequences and favor the pa- 
cifist idea. Should that occur in Eng- 
land and should the present premier 
be retired for a man like Lansdowne, 
or even like Asquith, the doom of the 
British 
empire 
would 
thereby be 


sealed forever. 


As tha Prussian junkers have been 


the curse of all Germany so the nar- 
row, Bourbonlc, unprogressive 
Tory 


party of England has been the great- 
est obstacle to her progress and suc- 


coss. They are responsible for 
tho 


disgraceful Irish muddle thut has cost
